Board extends day parole for Pratt

Tlie National Parole Board (NPB) granted former Didsbury 
resident Allan Charles Pratt a six-month extension of day 
parole during a pre-release hearing Jan. 18. 

Pratt, 52, is serving a life sentence for second degree mur¬ 
der committed while on an unescorted temporary absence 
permit Apr. 9, 1979. 

In addition to murder, his criminal record includes convic¬ 
tions for roblx'ty, weapons and projx>rty related offences. 

RCMP alerted the public that lYatt was living released on a 
12-hour unescorted temporary absence iiermit to visit his 
family in Didsbury Feb. 9, 2(XX>. 

This announcement sparked outrage in the community, 
with many residents printing posters warning others about 
Pratt coming to town. 

The decision was later rescinded. 

Pratt, who was initially granted pre-release in July, will lx 1 
serving his second six-month term of day parole. 

All three board members, Linda Klein, Wilton Goodstriker, 
and Marlene C’homa voted in favour of Pratt continuing day 
parole. 

According to the NPB, day parole Ls defiiM-d as a form of 
conditional release, which allows some offenders to serve 
part of their sentence in the community under supervision 
anti conditions. 

The NPB also believes that day parole prepares an offend¬ 


er for release, or full parole or statutory release by allowing 
the offender to participate in community-based activities. 

Included in the NPB's decision are three special conditions 
that Pratt must abide by while on day parole, which include: 
following psychiatric treatment and counselling and his med¬ 
ication regime, abstaining from the use of alcohol, and 
abstaining from the use of drugs other th:m prescribed med¬ 
ications. 

“Based on the rationale for day 
parole in the first instance, and 
considering the positive reaction 
you have had to your first period of 
day parole, the board concludes that 
your risk has not increased since 
your release. ” 

NATIONAL PAROLE BOARD 

The Ixwrd said the conditions are considered necessary 
and reasonable for the management of IVatt 's risk. 

“Your behaviour since you began a proper treatment 
regime, including medication, lias lxx»n appropriate," said the 
board during the hearing. 


“However, any relapse into non-compliance w ill put s<x ie- 
ty at risk. There have been indications of substance abuse in 
your file; therefore the lx>ard believes you require conditions 
to abstain from dmg and alcohol use for the protection of 
society." 

Tlie board says, they have determined that Pratt has been 
meeting his day parole expectations, in addition to following 
halfway house rules and regulations. 

“You an* learning to iidapt to life in the community," said 
the board, citing bus routes, the use of a cellphone, anti going 
shopping as examples. “But you have not yet acquired 
employment. 

“While you an- optimistic alxmt finding employment, your 
parole officer feels that interim time can be spent learning 
alxmt computers and budgeting. 

“Based on tlie rationale for day parole in the first instance, 
and considering the positive reaction you have had to your 
first period of day parole, the board concludes that your risk 
has not increased since your release.” 

The board said Pratt’s current program Ls considered ade¬ 
quate to manage hLs overall risk to re-offend. 

Pratt meets regularly with a psychiatrist, mental health 
nurse, a Correctional Service of Canada (CSC) social worker 
for assistance with reintegration, and an employment coordi¬ 
nator with the CSC for assistance with acquiring employ¬ 
ment. 

He also sees members of hLs church and Schizophrenic 
Society for support.

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New party 
could spell 
trouble for 
Tories

Alberta’s newest right-wing political party, the 
Wildrose Alliance Party, has a long way to got 
before it can realistically expect to challenge for 
power in Alberta. 

In fact, the new party, formed last weekend 
through the merger of the Alberta Alliance and 
the Wildrose Party, may go the way of other 
upstart parties in the past, making a blip on the 
political landscape before fading into history. 

Yet whether the new party is here and gone or 
here to stay, it probably does pose an immediate 
threat to the Stelmach Tories’ hold on at least 
some rural seats. 

“There’s 200,000 plus Albertans disgruntled last 
time (last election) that wouldn’t even hold their 
nose to vote,” said leader Paul Hinman. “We’re 
going after those Albertans that know we need a 
change.” 

The emergence of the new party probably 
couldn’t have come at a worse time for Ed 
Stelmach, as he gets ready to seek his first pub¬ 
lic mandate, more than a year after becoming 
premier. 

Not only does he now have to face Wildrose 
Alliance candidates grabbing at his party’s con¬ 
servative support, he is also facing a concerted 
attack from the left-wing in the form of new TV 
ads. 

A group calling itself Albertans for Change is 
running three ads, each saying the Tories have 
done a very poor job managing the province’s 
growth over the past year. 

“Ed Stelmach, no plan, no way," the announcer 
says in one ad. “Can Albertans expect progress? 
Don’t plan on it." 

Albertans for Change is a coalition led by the 
Alberta Federation of labour and the building 
trades. It has no connection to any political 
party. 

Make no mistake, over the past year Stelmach 
and his ministers have given the opposition par¬ 
ties and other critics plenty of ammunition. 

For example, revelations that the Tories may 
have lost billions of taxpayers’ dollars through 
gross mismanagement of the resource revenue 
system have lead to widespread public criticism. 

The opposition Liberals and NDP have both 
been very vocal in calling for heads to roll over 
the way Ralph Klein, Ed Stelmach and all their 
fellow Tory cabinet ministers have been handling 
the oil and gas revenue issue. 

Meanwhile, the Wildrose Alliance says it will be 
running candidates in all 8,’) ridings. With the 
launch of a provincial election race possibly only 
weeks away, the party may have its hands full 
trying to gather that many candidates. 

Yet compared with the troubles now facing Ed 
Stelmach and his ministers, Paul Hinman and his 
new party should have a pretty easy ride, at least 
in tin* short term.

Hillary’s 
passing marks 
end of era

There is something 
about the recent passing 
of Sir Edmund Hillary 
that has really struck a 
chord. 

Personally, I’m not 
much of a mountain 
climber despite an 
upbringing in British 
Columbia that surround¬ 
ed me with many tempt¬ 
ing spires. Ami I have to 
admit that Jon Krakauer’s 
hook Into Thin Air, 
although riveting from 
cover to cover, left me 
with a sense of dread 
regarding the sport of 
mountaineering ami a 
real sense of sadness 
about what the pursuit of 
the planet's highest peak 
had become. 

Instead I’ve been left to 
ponder that the passing 
of the last true great 
adventurer may have in 
fact occurred. 

Obviously he’ll be most 
remembered for his con¬ 
quest on May 29, 1963 of 
Mount Everest along with 
Sherpa mountaineer 
Tenzing Norgay. 

Lesser known or maybe 
more easily forgotten was 
the fact that he accom¬ 
plished so much more 
including being the 
leader in 1958 of the 
third-ever expedition to 
reach the south pole and 
the first to do so with 
motorized vehicles. 

In 1985 he became the 
first person to stand at 


both poles and on the 
summit of Everest when 
he accompanied Neil 
Armstrong (somewhat of 
a pioneer himself) on a 
flight to the north pole 
that landed on the most 
northern geographic des¬ 
tination. 

I’m sure had the offer 
been made, he'd have 
gladly descended to the 
bottom of the Mariana 
Trench. 

The point of this isn’t 
simply to rehash fads 
about the man’s life that 
are easily found in any 
Google search, but more 
to laud the spirit of an 
individual who despite all 
he did reportedly main¬ 
tained ati honesty, humili¬ 
ty anil sense of integrity 
that would he rare among 
any modern, self-pro¬ 
claimed adventurer. 

I suppose that’s what 
I’m mourning; an individ¬ 
ual who did amazing 
things hut unlike so many 
of his modern peers 
today did little of it for 
personal or financial 


gain. 

In an age of multi-mil- 
lion dollar athletes and 
train-wrecks disguised as 
celebrities, it was heart¬ 
ening to know that indi¬ 
viduals with principles 
still make an impact. 

But one has to ponder 
the end of an era, where 
individuals set about 
tasks like climbing the 
world's highest mountain 
simply for the challenge 
of doing so, rather than 
with the hopes of fame 
and fortune beckoning. 
Now, I'm not speaking 
specifically about moun¬ 
taineering itself, although 
thi' commercialization of 
Everest was something 
Hillary decried right 
through the final years of 

his hie 

Back in the day, adven¬ 
turers like Hillary may 
have been motivated by 
whatever limited fame 
they could achieve, hut 
I'm more apt to believe 
that they undertook such 
tasks simply because “it 
was there." 


Equally admirable of 
the late Sir Edmund was 
his longstanding commit¬ 
ment to the Himalayan 
region. He devoted 
numerous hours and 
countless resources to 
seeing that quality of life 
for the people in that 
region improved. 

In fact, it was during 
the building of a hospital 
in Nepal in 1975 that his 
first wife and his daugh¬ 
ter were killed in a plane 
(•rash. Yet, despite the 
tragedy he remained very 
connected to the 
Himalayan area and even 
visited Kathmandu just 
last year. 

To be fair, there are 
thousands of principled 
people in all sorts of 
adventure niches. My 
hope is that during this 
time of reflection on one 
of the planet’s most inter¬ 
esting charac ters, every¬ 
one approaches their 
endeavours with a little 
more zeal and with less 
trepidation about person¬ 
al consequences. 

Maybe that’s why I was 
so drawn to the news of 
Hillary’s passing. As sad 
as it was to realize that 
loss of such an 
admirable character, I 
take heart in knowing 
that lessons learned 
from the way he eon- 
ducted himself in the 
public eye will be as 
timeless as the' conquest 
for which he w ill he eter¬ 
nally remembered.

Curiosity and a sense of adventure ran be a funny 
thing. 

It’s three months after the launch of the Gulf War, 
and Kathie Vance, along with a group of her fellow stu¬ 
dents are stepping off a plane in Tel Aviv Israel. 

As she takes her first step on Middle Eastern soil, 
Vance, Alberta born and raised, can’t help but be taken 
aback by the dramatic climatic difference. 

“The humidity is astounding," she recalls. 

“It’s like you’re breathing under water.” 

But as she remembers, much of her early introduc¬ 
tion to Israel caught her off guard. 

“It was like landing on the moon and discovering that 
there’s western culture there." 

Her stay in Israel was supposed to be temporary - 
but Vance, motivated by local family commitments, 
didn't trade her Jerusalem address for a Didsbury P.O. 
box until this year.

And for good reason - 
her time in the country 
that spanned two decades 
was not ns a wide-eyed 
tourist, hut as a student 
and eventually an expert. 

She was a licensed field 
educator; a position that 
Vance says is incompara¬ 
ble to any profession in 
the western workforce. 

“It’s kind of like a tour 
guide with a PhD,” she 
said. 

“...you basically have to 
be an expert of everything 
in Israel and Middle East 
related, from the geology, 
to the geography to the 
history to the politics to 
the culture; foods, lan¬ 
guages." 

Vance was responsible 
for spending time with 
groups that were visiting 
Israel for a fixed amount 
of time. 

She would host every¬ 
one from school groups, 
to large Jewish organiza¬ 
tions. 

“While they’re there, 
they were mine,” she said. 
“Israel is a textbook and 
we’re going to learn it and 
have fun doing it." 

Vance remembers one 
experience where she 
took a bus full of high 
school students to the 
desert. They had been 
reading about the dessert, 
but never had the oppor¬ 
tunity to see it live. 

With blinds pulled down 
on the windows of the 
bus, Vance made sure 
nobody took an early 
peak. 

She marched them out 
of the bus, with hands 
covering their eyes. 

Blindfolded, Vance told 
tIn* students about the 
desert.

Twins focused 
squarely on 
team goals 

Two sets of identical twins 
on Spartans basketball team

It’s all about the team. 

That’s the sentiment of the four players who make up 
the two sets of identical twins on the OHS Spartans bas¬ 
ketball team. 

Phil and Curtis Playfair along with Matthew and 
Michael Moritz acknowledge that it is unique to see two 
sets of twins on one team. 

However, any individual, or dual, notoriety is secondary 
to the success of the Spartans and the realization of a 
team goal - a spot in the 3A provincials. 

“We would like to gel a provincial championship at the 
most but even making zones would be good because 
that's a goal that we can get," explained Matthew, a 6-foot- 
3 post player. 

The Spartans’ task would be simpler if they were in any 
other zone than the South Central where the landscape is 
littered with 3A powerhouses. 

Schools like Chestermere, Springbank, Holy Trinity of 
(tkotoks, Highwood of High River and George McDougall 
of Airdrie all have provincial pedigree and will have to be 
overtaken for OHS to land a spot in the provincial tourna¬ 
ment in Airdrie this March. 

"We want to be in the top five (in our zone) because you 
don't have to play another game, you're automatically in 
zones," said Curtis, a lightning-quick guard who along 
with his brother form two-thirds of a backcourt combina¬ 
tion for the Spartans. 

“Hut we want to be the top milked team,” he added. 

So far the team has realized mixed success against 
teams in their zone. They recently beat Holy Trinity ami 
Cochrane but had a less successful outing against 
Chestermere. 

For the Spartans to beat these teams the brothers feel 
they have to execute their game plan and get other teams 
to play at a high tempo, something snip'd to the smaller 
but quicker OHS team. 

“If we don’t pressure the whole game we fall apart, so 
we got to keep pressing, pressing and pressing some more 
to turn the ball over because we get a lot of our points 
that way," offered Phil. 

Even the bigger players on the Spartans want to play the 
fast-paced tempo where they wear down the opposition 
and use their speed to advantage. 

“We try to keep it at a fast pace and not slow down into 
a set-up, half court game," said Michael, who at 6-foot-2 
stands an inch shorter than his brother. 

However, regardless of the style of game the familiarity 
of the brother combinations helps out in certain situa¬ 
tions. 

According to both the Playfair brothers, the fact that 
they bring the same skillset to the court is something 
coach Brad (Tapp can use to an advantage. 

"It doesn’t matter who does what because we’ve got 


essentially the same dribbling skills," said Curtis. “No 
matter who does what it doesn’t hurt the team, which is 
good." 

That ability to handle the ball in the open court and in a 
half-court offence is something the brothers didn't neces¬ 
sarily work on over the years. 

“I think dribbling just came naturally to us," added 
Curtis. “It’s not something we really worked on." 

However, they still work on refining their games when¬ 
ever they get some extra time on the court. For the other 
half of the duo, that is something that being brothers can 
really help w ith. 

“We can work on our individual games a lot when we’re 
by ourselves," said Phil. “And that way we can help each 
other." 

It’s a similar dynamic for the Moritz brothers. Like any 
good brother combination they use a friendly internal 
competition to improve on the court. 

That can pay off during game time, according to 
Matthew. 

"We know what each other likes to do and where the 
other one will be so we try to use that," he explained. 

While none of the four could rememlter having to take a 
foul on the slat sheet on behalf of his sibling at least one 
suggested they may have lost points scored and seen it 
credited to his brother. 

“Yeah, probably," joked Michael. 

However Phil was quick to point out that it din's work 
both ways, recounting an instance where his brother com- 
mited a hard foul on an opponent in front of a partisan 
crowd. 


“After that every time Curtis got the ball they’d yell 
‘booooo’ mid then when I got the ball they also yelled 
‘boooo’," he explained." 

Opponents have occassionally mixed them up in man- 
marking assignments but they admit to also mixing up 
their own assignments from time to time. 

"We do it to each other and it sometimes screws us up,” 
added Phil. 

For coach Clapp, any occassional slip in identifying the 
brothers is far outweighed by what they bring to the 
team. 

He said their skills and passion for the game add to the 
natural leadership ability they all bring to the gym. 

“They are great kids and really good students,” said 
Clapp, adding that he wasn't surprised that they preferred 
to talk about the team rather than themselves. 

The entire team will be putting themselves to the lest 
this weekend when they host the annual Spartan Classic. 

Among the schools coming are Holy Trinity, Lindsay 
Thurber from Red Deer, Lloydminster, Brooks, Prairie 
High from Three Hills, R.F Staples of Wesllock and 
Canmore Collegiate. 

The Spartans enter the weekend ranked seventh in the 
province in the Alberta Schools Athletic Association’s 3A 
rankings. The semester break rankings were just released 
and the Spartans were one of five South Central zone 
teams in the top 10. 

Highwood is ranked third, Chestermere is ranked fifth 
while Holy Trinity and Springbank are ranked eighth and 
ninth respectively just behind OHS.

Rural Crime 
Watch bands 
together 

The Olds, Didsbury, and 
Sundre Rural Crime Watch 
Associations are pleased to 
announce how they are coming 
together to promote and 
encourage crime prevention in 
our communities. 

Olds has a relatively new 
phone fan-out system and 
members from the three rural 
crime watch associations have 
been loaded onto the database. 
This is an automated phone, 
fax, and e-mail fan-out system. 

It is a valuable tool for local 
Rl mp detachments, or Fish & 
Wildlife offices to broadcast 
information to the members so 
they can be watchful for cer¬ 
tain individuals or vehicles 
believed to be engaged in sus¬ 
picious or criminal behaviour. 

For example, it can be used 
to broadcast a warning of a 
particular vehicle prowling 


the rural areas, of individu¬ 
als passing fraudulent 
cheques, purchase orders or 
counterfeit currency. It can 
also be used to broadcast 
information on a missing 
individual or specific stolen 
property to be on the look¬ 
out for. 

Requests for information 
or observations involving 
illegal hunting, trespassing 
or other illegal activity 
which has occurred, or 
requests to call local authori¬ 
ties when suspected illegal 
activity may be occurring 
will be invited. 

This information will be 
broadcast to all members but 
the system will only be used 
for police or crime preven¬ 
tion committee matters. 

We are also encouraging 
memberships from municipal 
businesses or individuals to 
strengthen our network to 
discourage crime and assist 
the authorities to quickly 
apprehend individuals 


involved in criminal activi¬ 
ties. 

Membership in the associa¬ 
tion is also open to business 
and residents of the towns 
who wish to be a part of the 
crime prevention committee 
and receive the broadcasts. 

Membership in the Olds 
association is $25 for a 5- 
year term. All memberships 
will start -Ian. 1. 2008 and 
expire December 31, 2010. 
For an application, call Judy 
Schlichenmayer at 556-8846. 

Crime prevention is all 
about neighbours looking 
after neighbours.
